There has been general agreement 
that the Democratic candidate must 
be one without the slightest suspicion 
of questionable service of big business, 
one without the slightest suspicion of 
the taint which the Democrats impute 
to the Republican régime. Otherwise 
the candidate would cramp the party’s 
style of attack in this campaign. He 
would be subject to the same sort of 
attack by the Republicans. 

The feeling has been that Mr. Mc- 
Adoo could not qualify as such a can- 
didate and without a doubt this is the 
reason the Republicans have been 
hoping he would be nominated. They 
have thought the choice of McAdoo, 
Doheny’s former lawyer, would silence 
Democratic shrieks over the oil scan- 
dal in which Doheny’s $100,000 pay- 
ment to Fall is so prominent a feature. 

Probably the pro-klan aspect of his 
support would not have ruined him 
had it not been for the other matters 
tending to make him unavailable.

Candidate Jockeying Goes On. 


The developments of the day did not 
serve to crystallize the situation per- 
taining to the presidential nomination.

THE SKY.PORT OF CHICAGO. 


In the eighteen thirties Chicago was only an 
expectation as a railroad terminal. Today Chicago 
is still in those gghteen thirties as an air terminal. 
Potentially this city is the greatest air port in the 
world. Actually it has perhaps a hundred planes 
and four or five serviceable landing fields. 


The city planners who recommended three public 


: 
‘landing fields the other day have recognized the 


future of Chicago as a sky port. One field on the 
of the south park board; one on the north side near 
Grace street under the Lincoln park board; one on 
the west side on Cicero avenue to be leased by the 
city from the school board. 

Without question public landing fields are the 
first requisite of aviation development. Public 


‘highways must be built if vehicle traffic is to pro- 


gress. Public landing fields bear the same relation 
to air traffic. There are fewer than 300 landing 
fields in the United States, but more than half of 
these are municipal. They should be developed pri- 
marily as public park drea, with accommodation 
for airplanes as the need develops. 

Air terminals in Chicago will attain their full 
value only when air terminals in other towns are 
well developed. When a system of. terminals or air 
parks is in existence throughout the middle west 
air taxi service can be developed or regular air lines 
established as the demand requires. 

Chicago will do well to incorporate an air pro- 
gram in her city planning. Huge landing stages 
over our skyscrapers, as Bion Arnold has sug- 
gested, may be necessary in time. In the meéean- 
while the plan commission's resolution to reserve 
park areas for landing fields should be put into 
effect. 4 


TESTS OF STUDENT 
MENTALITY. 


For lessons that are never learned, it is said, 
America spends $40,000,000 every year. That is 
one-tenth of the $400,000,000 annua! cost of school 
jnstruction. It is a high wastage for the educa- 
tional industry. 

Two per cent of the school children, says Dr. 
Charles L. Bailey,- will never advance in mental 
age. Trying to teach them in grades beyond their 
ability is where the $40,000,000 goes. It is not the 
teachers’ fault. It is not the pupils’ fault. It is 
the fault of a system that grades by age In years 
instead of age in brains. 

Through the work of experts, such as Dr. W. 8. 
Monroe of the University of Illfnois, intelligence 
testing has been introduced widely in Illinois 
schools. Hundreds of thousands of tests are made 
annually, and a scientific grading system has 
grown up far more accurate than the older method. 
Extensions of scientific mental measurements are 
aiso being made into industry. 

These tests have not solved the problem of per- 
sonnel. They cannot infallibly select the better 
man. Far from it. Their application is limited. 
They test usuaily for just one thing—adaptive abil- 
ity—and in that they are not certain. Judgment of 
character and will power, of emotional balance 
and those qualities inherited or acquired by experi- 
ence that mark the personality must be left to 
other agencies, to the physician or to the man of 
general human experience. The educational tests, 
or so called intelligence tests, measure only one 


tal situation. 

But that is important. Scientific mental meas- 
urement may never reach perfection, but the study 
of it, and its application within reason, will help to 
eliminate the chumps and the dumbbells not only 
from the schools but from modern business and in- 
dustry. The army tests were a demonstrated suc- 
cess in the selection of officers and special workers. 
Tests more or less similar will be of incréasing 
value in the schools and in industry. 

' With intelligence testing well developed in the 
schools, the boy with brains and ability will te en- 
abled to advance at his own speed. The boy with- 
out ability will not be thrust into studies that are 
beyond him. Poor boys with brains and cotrage 
will be discovered and helped forward. Wealthier 
boys, who chance to have ambitious parents ii lieu 
of brains, will no longer waste their time anii the 
public money on an education beyond their capa- 
city. 

By intelligence testing, in other words, the men- 
tal stature of the pupil will be measured regardless 
of his age and economic status. Public education 
will gain by that. | 


| Editorial of the Day 
THE COUNTRY CHURCH. 
{Indianapolis News.) 

A report by the Institute of Social and Religious 
Research of New York described as being based upon 
the results of long and extensive inquiry, reaches 
the conclusion that the Protestant churches in the 
United States are losing their grip on the farm 
population, Which is commonly’ regarded as the 
strongest element in these churches. The report finds 
fault with surveys conducted by denominational 
boards, and declares that the churches should really 
be judged only on the basis of active chureh member- 
ship—that is, persons who belong and go to church. 
Neither membership nor contributions are, it con- 
tends, a fair measure of strength. 

The institute's representatives entered a Vermon 
farm community and carefully investigated its ch 
ey Since 1886. They found that in thirty-eight 
Yeats the churches in the community lost practically 
half their strength. One community is not,.of course, 
the country, but the institute apparent!y had no 
reason.to choose its laboratory for propaganda pur- 
poses, and deserves credit for its assertion that it 
went into what it believed to be a typical American

The peculiar quality of trench mouth 

is that it tends to destroy bone. The 
probable exciting cause is a certain 
peculiarly shaped bacillus associated 
with sporal organisms. But just as im- 
portant as the bacillus which causes 
it is the constitutional state which under- 
lies it. 
It flared up in pre¥Yalence during the 
war because at times men in the war 
had to come in contact with gross filth, 
and life under grossly bad conditions. 
It broke out in our troops in the Cuban 
war because a certain detail had to be 
exposed for a while to grossly fiithy 
conditions. It rarely ‘evelops in grown 
people who live on a high, sanitary plane. 
This fact suggests the line of treatment 
as well as the method of prevention.

Chicago, June 20.—In the June. 15 issue 
of your paper Mr. S. M. Felton, presi- 
dent of the Chicago Great Western Rail- 
road company, in discussig the Pullman 
surcharge, makes the rather surprising 
statement that “it is the fairest charge 
made in passenger traffic.” 

In behalf of the large body of travelers 
who must use sleeping cars in the pur- 
suit of their business activities, and 
whose necessities in this respect are now 
being unfairly exploited by the rallroads 
in the matter of this surcharge, which 
is taking its annua) toll of $37,500,000 
from travelers in sleeping and parior 
cars, I must take exception to Mr. Fel- 
ton’s statement. The alleged justification, 
according to Mr. Felton, for the Pullman 
surcharge is: 

First—An assumed excess weight of 
40,000 pounds for the mn car as 
contrasted with the weight of the day 
coach, 

Second—An assumed excess earning 
per_car mile of 5.99 cents from the day 
ceach as compared with that from the 
Pullman. 

Third—Sleeping and parlor car passen- 
gers represent less than 5 per cent of 
the total number of passengers carried. 

As regards the question of weight, sta- 
tistics Introduced by the railroads at re- 
cent surcharge hearings show the aver- 
age weight of modern steel coaches ap- 
proximates, and in many cases exceeds, 
the average weight of sleeping and par- 
lor cars, and the difference of 40,000 
pounds cited by Mr. Felton is seemingly 
predicated on a comparison of the weight 
for a modern all steel sleeping car with 
the average weight for all coaches, in- 
cluding old, obsolete wooden equipment 
and suburban coaches, Furthermore, if 
the alleged 40,000 pounds excess weight 
for a sleeping car is sound argument 
in favor of charging a higher rate in that 
class of car than in a coach, then 
it logically follows that différential rates 
should also be charged for transporta- 
tion of passengers in heavy steel coaches 
and in light wooden coaches where the 
difference in weight is relutively much 
greater than thaf cited by Mr. Felton as 
between a day coach and a Pullman.

TOKIO, Japan, June %7.—The for- 
eign office announced today that Japan 
had dropped the idea of appealing to 
the league of nations against the 
American exclusion law, not because 
it has not a good case but because 
the league apparently is impotent. 

Premier Kate informed a delegation 
of big business men that the govern- 
ment is very anxious over the situa- 
tion, but its hands are tied because 
of the American elections, which pre- 
clude any chance of a satisfactory 
presentation of the case to America 
at this time.

Fear 
was also expressed that America might 
later bar employés of Japanese com- 
mercial houses on the ground that 
they are contract laborers. The pre- 
mier replied that he was watching 
carefully and hopped no such trouble 
would occur.

That the work of every one of the 
writers whom he has chosen is, to 
him, important or negligible as it adds 
to or interprets national life is more 
than obvious. There is not one of 
them whom he criticizes from a purely 
esthetic point of view. His essays gn 
literary subjects—aside from the ten 
specialized and literarily biographical 
ones, are devoted to the study of liter- 
ature, in one of its phases or more, 
wholly as it reflects or affects, or re- 
flected or affected, its time. He sounds 
the pitch of all of the essays in his 
title. They are concerned entirely 
with contemporaneousness—no matter 
what period they deal of—and with 
Americanness. Pragmatism is the cur- 
rent, though unconseious, philosophy 
of America, and it is the pragmatic 
view of literature which Mr. Boynton 
takes with consistency and conviction. 

It would be too complicated a matter 
to go into our own reactions to his 
criticisms. We are too close to the 
matter which he writes about, and too 
subconsciously passionate in our stand- 
ards of judgment, though we try to be 
wholly dispassionate in our thought- 
out and written-down words about 
them, to be able to talk about his judg- 
ments as a whole. Each one of them 
would need be put upon the block sep- 
arately and bought by us for high coin- 
age of enthusiasm or passed by with 
the baser metal of disagreement.

That the book is perfectly and 
wholly consistent in its judgments is 
a delight, whether one believes wholly 
in those judgments or not. He be- 
lieves that we have an American Iiter- 
ature, which we neither appreciate 
sufficiently nor teach decently in our 
schocls and colleges, and then ke gives 
ten examples of the accomplishment 
of American literature {n our modern 
life, examples carefully chosen to 
weave the pattern of his thesis. 

It is difficult to judge how “Some 
Contemporary Americans” will appeal 
to the mass of contemporary Ameri-¢ 
cans who read for pleasure and for 
that most passionate of American de- 
sideratas, culture. I should say that 
whose work the reader must know 
something about before he will get all 
of the gifts Boynton offers. But for 
any one who knows something of the 
work of the ten he criticizes, the es- 
says as stimulations to thought.

Naval History of 
World War Has Its 


Dramatic Moments

Two dogmas dominated the eight 


in the first volunfe of Capt. Frothing- 
ham’s work and made what might have 


been a decisive victory for the British 
or for the Germans merely long months 
of mutual futility and experiment. The 
Fisher plan to invade Pomerania on 
the German coast by joint action ‘of the 
British fleet and the Russian army 
upset the British building program and 
corrupted her offensive plans for many 
critical months, and eventually was 
no small factor in the Dardanelles de- 
feat. The Schliieffen plan, pledged to 
maval inactivity while the German 
armies drove through Belgium, was 
equally deterrent toa vigorous German 
policy on the sea. Up to March 18, 
1915, and the naval defeat of the allies 
at the Dardanelles, naval policy on 
both sides was in a period of gesta- 
tion. The British were coming slowly 
to their eventual naval policy in an 
implacable blockade. The Germans 
were groping for new instruments, the 
submarine, the air force, to revolu- 
tionize naval warfare. | 
> 


The scattering sea fights of these 
earlier months are gathered up by 
Capt. Frothingham with a firm hand 
and put where they belong. The clear- 
ing of the seas, naval guerrilla war- 
fare, the dramatic Emden cruise, the 
fight off Coronel and the equally gal- 
lant disaster to Von Spee at the Falk- 
lands were of light importance because 
their ultimate result was not in doubt.

Two principles were there estab- 
lished, he holds, that legalize England's 
blockade on the high seas. They are, 
first, “all goods ultimately destined to 
the enemy may be barred;” second, 
“the normal measure of a neutral 
country’s trade may be used as a stand- 
ard in justifying the blockade of such 
néutrals as Holland or Denmark.” Had 
the English appreciated these prin- 
ciples sooner, he believes, trouble and 
friction would have been avoided.

DICTATORS OF 
ROUMANIA FACE 
STRIKE BY PRESS 


[Chicago Tribune Foreign News Service.] 

BUCHAREST, Roumania, June 27.— 
The newspapers in Roumania are 
threatening a protest “strike” against 
the dictatorship of the Bratiano broth- 
ers. The premier and his political as- 
sociates, who have just bought up all 
the paper mills in the country, have 
warned the newspapers that their pa- 
per supply would be stopped unless 
they stopped attacks on the govern- 
ment. 

The Bratiano brothers are rushing 
through papliament today a law which 
places prohibitive duties on imported 
newsprint paper. The newspapers 
therefore propose to shut down indefi- 
nitely as a protest against the black- 
mail of dictatorship. The proprietors 
met today to work out the getails. 

The Bratiano government is so anx- 
fous to suppress news of the repudia- 
tion of foreign debts, the confiscation 
of foreign property, the moratorium 
for private Roumanian debtors to for- 
eign merchants, and the business de- 
pression that all news telegrams are 
heavily censored. The foreign’ office 
pays huge subsidies to some important 
continental newspapers for the privi- 
lege of exclusively supplying all the 
Roumanian news. Foreign correspond- 
ents are kept under police surveillance.

Staking pays in the home garden 
even where pruning may be found un- 
profitable. The common method is to 
drive five foot stakes in the ground 
and tie the main stems at interyals 
with soft strings. Some home gardem 
ers recommend tying to the branches 
instead. Where there is a row or two 
of tomatoes it’ may be a good scheme 
to build a wire trellis, something like 
grape growere use.

When two such voices as those of 
Florence Easton and Giovanni Mar- 
tinelli merge in the love duet of. 
“Madame Butterfly”; when, moreover, 
those voices are accompanied by the 
Chicago Symphony orchestra under 
the strenuous conducting of Gennaro 
Papi, the first act of the well known 
Puccini opera is likely to close in 
quite a blaze of excitemént. 

I have never heard the scene more 
earnestly sung, and in many ways it 
was the best performance that has 
taken place in this part of the coun- 
try.

Some Sandwiches 

In English fiction one is always run- 
ning across a mention of cucumber 
sandwiches. One way to make these 
is to scal@ and stone dates and put 
them through the food chopper, and 
then use a thin layer of the date con- 
fection with thin slices of cucumber, 
between thin slices of buttered bread. 
A film of mayonnaise may be spread 
over the cucumbers, but it is not 
needed, as it may be if the slices of 
cucumbers are used alone between 
slices of buttered bread.

Which do you think the better pol- 
icy?

But just as the bubble blowers are 
busiest with their game there becomes 
available in compact form an authorita- 
tive study of the whole question, past, 
present and future, of the relation of 
American farms to European markets 
by Dr. Edwin G. Nourse, assisted by 
the staff of the Institute of Economics. 

Masses of figures, facts and history 
are mobolized in the study. It is shown 
conclusively that the World War is not 
primarily responsible for the American 
farmer’s relation to the European mar- 
kets. If there had been no war, Ameri- 
can food exports to Europe would prob- 
ably by now have dwindled below the 
present figure. 

The war only arrested an historic pro- 
cess for a brief period. Since then econ- 
omic evolution has been making up for 
lost time. It is this “change of gait” 
that has thrown American agriculture 
out of balance. Farmers arc entitled 
to say with the melancholy Dane, “the 
times are out of joint.” 

But the more acute pains of readjust- 
ment that have been visited upon Ameri- 
can agriculture are nothing to the agony 
of European industrialism which is also 
being radically readjusted.

Our farms are being “stepped down” 
to conformity with domestic demand. 
European agriculture is being aggran- 
dized and Buropean mining and manu- 
facturing are being diminished, as Eu- 
rope approaches a new balance and be- 
comes more self-sufficient than in pre- 
war days. 

This was bound to come, war or no 
war. The fabric of European indus- 
trialism has grown beyond the margin 
of safety, when compared to Europe’s 
production of raw materials and food 
stuffs. 

The pre-war European “ workshop of 
the world” could not last. The rest of 
the world would not endure such econ- 
omic vassalage forever. All that the 
war did was to make the process of 
change a volcanic eruption, where it had 
been a glacial! drift.

to this. Europe has no money to buy 


‘more food stuffs from America than it 


is now taking. When Europe gets more 
money it will spend that money in the 
cheapest markets, and the American 
farmer’s costs of production and land 
prices put him out of the running.
